SPINNERS HOLD 


Higher Prices "Prevailing 
Though with Some Ex- 
ceptions, 


Spartanburg, S. C., February 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The cotton spinners’ Charlotte 
echedule of prices continues to be a rul- 
ing factor in the yarn market and com- 
mission men are keeping very quiet when 
it comes to quoting prices, as the spin- 
ners and the middleman are stWNl too far 


} apart for much business.: 


The tendency” is, however, toward bet- 
ter prices, which will bring the commis- 
sion man's idea of pricés nearer that of 
the spinners. The spinners say that their 
new schedule has been practically ac- 
cepted by the northern commission men 
and.that some of their yarns have even 
been sold as high as 1 cent above the 
newly adopted schedule. The increase 
adopted amounted to about 10 per cent. 

Some counts of yarns are, however, 
being quoted at from 1 to 1% cents be- 
low the schedule of the cotton spinners, 
There is a good demand for 24s and 26s 
and they are bringing full prices. 

Hosiery yarns, including all counts up 
to 30s, are still very strong and will 
bring the schedule price. A good de- 
mand all along the line is noted in a 
general way, but at prices somewhat 
under the spinners’ schedule. 

A better market is predicted, however, 
and it is said that it will be only a mat- 
ter of time until the buyers of yarns 
will have to come into the market and 
pay market prices for yarns. 

Cotton goods have shown an upward 
tendency, although it was reported that 
there has been some falling off in the 
cloth trade,

TO PREVENT PLAGUE’S SPREAD. 


Government and California Health 
Officers Are Alert. 

Washington, February 15.—In a state- 
ment made public today Surgeon General 
Walter Wyman, of the public health and 
marine hospital service, says that the 
last case of bubonic plague reported at 
San Francisco was on December 11, but 
that in accordance with resolutions 
adopted by the mercantile joint commit- 
tee the state appointed seven new _in- 
spectors of Chinatown under the super- 
vision of the public health and marine 
hospital service, the selections having 
been made by Surgeon Glennan and City 
Health Officer O’Brien. These are addi- 
tional to the corps of inspectors already 
engaged in this work. The state, the city 
and the United States authorities are 
working in harmony, the surgeon gen- 
eral says, and searching inspections «are 
being carried on to discover any indi- 
cations of plague which may exist. These 
inspections will be kept for an indefinite 
period. Other sanitary measures have 
been agreed on by the joint authorities 
and being put into execution. 


ICE DAM A MILE IN LENGTH. 


Great Damage and Suffering in 
Austria. 

Vienna, February 15.—The jamming of 
the Fistula by ice in Galicia has caused 
the river to inundate very seriously the 
country around, causing great damage 
and suffering among the villagers. The 
ice jam extends 19 miles in the district 
of Szcuzin. The floes have formed a 
mighty dam a mile long, the ice being 
piled up in rugged confusion. Ten vi)- 
lages have been flooded and detachments 
of pioneers are busily engaged in en- 
deavoring to rescue the villagers. It is 
feared that some loss of life has occur- 
red. An attempt will be made to blow 
up the dam with dynamite.

Engineer of Exploration Party Found 
Stiff Frozen. 

Battleford, N. W. T., February 15.— 
Engineer Vance, of the Canadian Pa- 
cific exploration party on the new line 
to Edmonton, was found frozen to death 
near Lizard lake. where he was explor- 
ing yesterday.

Says Anti-Trust Legislation Will) . 


lo Great Go00, 


Discusses Important Features of the 
Law and Says the Administra- 
tion Is Highly Gratified. 
Duties of Department 
of Commerce. 


Washington, February 16.—Attorney 
General Knox, who is known to have pre- 
pared the important features of the anti- 
trust bills now enacted into law, on 
being asked as to how they were regarded 
by the administration, said: 

“The legislation affecting the trusts 
passed at this session of congress is sat- 
isfactory to the administration and the 
prompt response to the president's re- 
quests is highly gratifying. A very long 
stride in advance has been accomplished 
and the promises of last fall have been 
made good. 

“The giving and taking of railroad re- 
bates is now prohibited by a law capable 
of effecting enforcement -against cor- 
porations aS well as individuals, and the 
courts of the United States are with ju- 
risdiction to resqain and punish viola- 
tions. 

“The act creating the department of 
commerce rests in that department come- 
plete authority to investigate the organ- 
ization and business methods of corpora- 
tions engaged in interests and foreign 
cecmmerce, and to that end to compel the 
testimony of persons having the desired 
knowledge. The legislation is e¢oncise 
in its terms but very comprehensive in 
its scope. Under its provisions a fair op- 
portunity will be afforded to test the 
effect upon the tendency toward indus- 
trial monopoly of its guarantees of no 
favors for the great producer as against 
the small one. 

“Discretion is lodged in the president ag 
to the publication of facts useful to be 
publicly known and a wise administration 
of the law promises much that is help- 
ful and nething that is harmful. 

“The law to expedite the hearing of 
cases and giving an appeal directly to the 
from the court of first 
instance, assures within a reasonabie 
time authoritative decisions upon impor- 
tant pending questions in the knowledge 
of which further legislation, if necessary, 
can be confidently framed. 

“Upon the whole, the ‘situation is emi- 
Satisfactory and is the result of 
concessions, modifications of views and 
forms of expression upon the part of 
many earnest and thoughtful men who 
have endeavored within-a very brief ses-— 
sion to meet a rational public demand in 
a rational and effective way.’’:

indeed, there is scarcely a senator who 
has not some measure which he desires 
to press, and all feel that the statehood 
bill may be In the way of consideration. 
Senator Quay, moreover, yesterday an- 
nounced that he would insist on having 
the statehood bill taken -up promptly 
after those of the routine business each 
morning, in order to cut off other meas- 
ures. All thought of compromise on the 
statehood matter apparéntly has been 
abandoned and no course except to fight 
it out now seems open. 


Democrats Are Firm. 

The democrats have refused absolutely 
to accept a campromise which would 
link Arizona with New Mexico. and Sen- 
ator Quay has decided ‘not to make any 
agreements which would not be satisfac- 
tory to his allies... His intention. there- 
fore, is to “stay with the bill to the 
end,’ and the question now awaiting 
his decision is whether or not to adopt 
the bold and hazardous course of press- 
ing the measure as a rider or amend- 
ment to one of the appropriation. bills.

Frye will sustain the 
point, if he rules on the question at all, 
but the supporters of statehood contend 
that under the senate rules he can and 
should leave the decision of the matter 
to the senate itself without passing on it 
from the chair. If the amendment should 
be carried the statehood fight would be 
transferred to the postoffice bill, with 
the resultant danger of an extra session 
if the fight becomes protracted. If the 
amendment does not prevail, the general 
opinion is that the statehood advocates 
either will have to accept a compromise 
or all of the entire measure fall with 
the expiration of the séssidn, for the op- 
ponents of statehood show no disposition 
to yield. 

Statehood Bill in Way. 

The chief supporters of the two im- 
portant treaties now before the senate— 
the Panama canal treaty and the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty—are greatly puzzled 
over the situation.

SOME RECENT DECISIONS. 


CRIME AS A RISK IN LIFE INSUR- 
ANCE. 

In the recent case of Burt v. Union 
Cent. Life Ins. Co., the supreme court of 
the United States held that no recovery 
could be had on a life insurance policy 
where the person whose life was insured 
was executed for a murder committed 
subsequent to the issuance of a policy. 
The court said: “It ganmnot be that one 
or the risks covered by a contract of life 
insurance is the crime of tHe insured. 
There is an implied obligation on his part 
to do nothing wrongfully to accelerate 
the maturity of the policy. Public policy 
forbids the insertion in a contract of a 
condition which: would tend to 
crime, and as it forbids the introduction 
of such a stipulation it. alse forbids the 
enforcement of a.contract under circum- 
stances which cannot be lawfully stipu- 
As to the contention that the 
insured did not commit the crime, the 
court said that “if that were true, the 
action to recover on the policy couia oniy 


be maintained on the assumption that ! 


there has been a failure of justice in the 
criminal proceedings, and that there could 
not be a contract of insurance against 
the miscarriage of justice.’’

AMES PLACED UNDER ARREST. 


NEW GOVERNOR 
MUST PAY HIGH 


Mississippi Editors Claim

Hancock, N. H., February 15.—Broken in 
spirit, a physical wreck and changed, 
probably beyond recognition, Dr. Albert 
Alonzo M. Ames, formerly mayor of Min- 
neapolis, and who is wanted in that city 
on an indictment for attempted bribery, 
was discovered today in the home of a 
local minister and placed under arrest 
by Sheriff Doane, of Manchester.

The 
knowledge of this relationship probably 
led to his detection.

POLICE BUSY 


White Children on Saturday, 
Pickaninnies on Sunday 
Give Touble. 


Saturday was “children’s day’ with the 
police, and it-was thought when Sunday 
dawned the rush of child stories would 
be cut out from the work of the badged 
‘and helmeted guardians of the peace, 
but yvesterday was another ‘children’s 
day’ with a change of color. Saturday 
all the children with whom the police had 
to deal were white; yesterday they were 
@ll black. 

Five times yesterday the police were 
called upon to investigate cases in which 
‘the tero or heroine was a colored child.

was. found by a policeman apd car- 

Heat the: barracks, where it was found 


by its overjoyed parents; a city detective 
was hurriendly called Saturday afternoon 
to investigate a case in which a white 
child on Peachtree street had been kid- 
naped and he found the child asleep un- 
der a “bed in the house; a young white 
boy was sent to the reformatory by Re- 
ecorder Broyles Saturday afternoon and 
the lad’s mother stood in court and said 
she wanted her son turned over to the 
arms, of the law for correction, 
- “Colored Children’s Day.” 

Yesterday early in the morning Jake 
Starls, a negro, had a child to fall into 
a 30-foot. wel! in Darktown and Ne tele- 
phoned to the police for a rope or a 
ladder to get the child out. A call officer 
got a rope and soon had the child on 
top soil again. The well was dry and 
the child was not hurt save for a few 
scratches. 

About noon a negro living in Alabaster 
alley, in the fourth ward, rushed to the 
police barracks and reported that some 
one had poisoned his 10-year-old boy. 
When the case was investigated it was 
found that the boy had eaten a can of 
spoiled sardines which he found in a 
trash barrel. He survived. 

Half an hour later Albert Lipscomb, 
who lives in the Summer Hill district, lost 
his 5-year-old daughter, and having a 
near neighbor who was a bitter enemy, 
Lipscomb at once concluded that the 


enemy had stolen the child. The police 
were called for and an invyvestigation 
was begun.. Lipscomb had taken the 
child to church and forgot and left it 
there. While the police were searchin, the 
church janitor carried the child back 
home. 
Reserve Called For Riot. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon two negro 
children, one 4 years old and the other 
5 had a fight in an alley, or rather a 
street called Fifth avenue, which is two 
blocks long and meanders through the 
dinginess of Darktown. Jack Williams. 
the father of one of the children, tele- 
phoned the police barracks that a riot 
was going on, and Albert Gross, the other 
father, telephoned that the police re- 
serve was needed. When the officers ar- 
rived on the scene of the combat both 
fathers insisted upon the other fellow’s 
child being locked up. 

“Now, let me tell you Darktown folks 
something,” said one of the officers, ‘‘we 
have had enough trouble today with col- 
ored kids or black kids—and both kinds 
have been out of fashion with us today— 
so we advise you to take those babies 
home and strap them. The bars of the 
city prison are not close enough together 
to hold them.’’

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LONDON’S LATEST FeAD 
IS “‘SEMI-TEETOTALISM”’ 


Special Correspondence. 

London, February 3.-—It is really sur- 
prising to see how the fad of ‘‘semi- 
teetotalism,” as it is called, is catching 
on. The latest scheme for helping along 
temperance has made some rather pow- 
erful friends of late, and it is beginning 
to look as if some interesting results 
might be expected. 

A “semi-teetotaler,” it may, be ex- 
plained, is a person who undertakes to 
drink intoxicating liquors at no time 
except lunch and giinner. There is a 
pledge to be taken, just as there is 
where strict teetotalism is concerned. 
The whole ‘‘semi-teetotal’’ scheme came 
about through a chance suggestion on 
the part of the Rev. F. S. Webster, rec- 
tor of All Souls, Langham place. The 
idea made an instant hit, and won the 
approval of such prominent men as the 
bishop of London, Sir Frederick Treves, 
who performed the operation which 
saved King Edwarus life, and Sir Fran- 
cis Jeune, judge of the high court. And 
now a well-known philanthropist named 
Nye has come forward and offered to 
supply the wherewithal for pushing the 
new idea in a determined fashion. His 
Offer has been accepted and a committee 


soldiers, clergymen, politicians, labor 
leaders and professional men as the nu- 
cleus of a society which will devote its 
attention to making as many semi- 
teetofalers as possible. 

Simultaneously with the launching of 
this scheme for making een, more 
temperate comes an announcement from 
the Salvation Army that it is about to 
begin the most determined—and, it might 
be added, the most picturesque—crusade 
against drunkenness in its entire his- 
tory.

There is, for instance, to be a quiet 
haven just off Regent street where Pic- 
cadilly ‘‘johnnies’” who have looked on 
the wine when it is red once too often 
can sober up and take the pledge. Club 
men and rounders who have become in- 
capacited arg to be escorted home by 
members of the Army especially dele- 
gated for that purpose, 


The “S. A.’ alsn intends, for the first 
time, to attempt ‘to hold musical services 
in saloons—especially in the attractive 
bars of the fashionable quarter. Said 
one of the chief officers of the Army 
yesterday: ‘“‘We shall go into the bar of 
the Hotel Cecil if we get permission. In 
places where the bar managers are 
friendly to us our soldiers will engage 
in conversation with the visitors to the 
bar. There will be a short address, and 
in some cases a solo, with guitar and 
mandolin accompaniment, for which we 
are getting the best musical talent pro- 
curable,”’ 

In Piccadilly at night when the theaters 
are over, and when things go livelier than 
at any other hour of tH® twenty-four, 
there is, henceforth, to be a ‘“‘midnight”’ 
march of the Salvation Army, with song 
and instrumental music as usual, the ob- 
ject of this progress being to haul a sort 
of spiritual dragnet through the gay 
quarter and gather in any “sporty’’ flot- 
6am and jetsam that may be adrift. 

Just at the time when all this work in 
the direction of temperance is starting 
up in England, not to mention what is 
being accomplished by the new licensing 
act, which came into effect on January l, 
news comes from New Zealand which in- 
dicates that that colony is in a fair way 
to adopt absolute prohibition ‘before a 
great while. For several years the New 
Zealand electorate have been voting on 
the proposition to prohibit the sale of 
liquor,-and the total of votes cast in its 
favor has been going up in a remark- 
able manner. In 1896, 99,917 voters 
plumped for prohibition, in 1899, the nun:- 
ber increased to 120,542, while at the elec- 
tion whick has just passed, 159,992 ballots 
were cast in favor of no license. 

In New Zealand it is impossible to put 
the question of prohibition for the entire 
colony to vote. Each electoral districc 
must decide for or against within its own 
limits. It is no easy matter either to 
bring about absolute prohibition in a dis- 
trict, for in order to do so three-fifths of 
all the voters must register judgment in 
favor thereof—but on the other hand a 
three-fifths majority is necessary, once 
the question has been settled in favor of 
a no license, to open the saloons again. 
At present prohibition is in force only in 
one district of New Zealand, where it 
has been on trial for six years, but al- 
though controversy is keen as to the re- 
sults, it is significant that the voters of 
the district twice have ratified their be- 
lief in it since first it was tried. In the 
recent election, five more electorates de- 
cided, by much greater than three-fifths 
majorities to try no license within their 
boundaries, while, in several other dis- 
tricts, the prohibitionists just missed vic- 
tory.

The result of all the elections show 
that if it were possible to vote on the 
question for the whole colony, there 
would be a slight majority in its favor 
and the prophecy is made that, should 
the no license movement forge ahead in 
the next six years at the rate it has done 
up to the present time, it will be possi- 
ble to carry prohibition by a three-fifths 
majority in nearly every district in New 
Zealand.

Much Interest is being taken here in 
the suit which Bronson Howard, author 
of “Shenandoah.” is bringing against the 
Gymnase théater, Paris, to compel its 
managers either to produce his play, 
‘‘Aristocracy,’’ or pay damages to the 
extent of $3,000. The French translation 
of the American play was made by Le- 
compt and was accepted for praluction 
at the Gymnase in 1899. Now,’ three 
years after, on being asked by the author 
why his piece has not been given, the 
theater managers declare that it is ‘‘im- 
possible’ and _ cite the opinions of 
Coquelin and Huquenet fin support of 
their position. Mr. Howard makes the 
obvious rejoinder that the Gymnase folk 
should have found this out in the first 
place, and it is thought here that the 
French courts will take the same view. 

Quite a number of interesting and un- 
published letters by Chopin, the com- 
poser, have just ‘come to light under dra- 
matic circumstances. The collection 
which, besides letters written by the mu- 
sician, includes epistles from George 
Sand, Solange Clesinger and other celebri- 
ties, was supposedly destroyed at the 
sack of the Zamoyski palace at Warsaw. 
and most biographies of Chopin state this 
as a fact. Chopin's sister, Isabelle Bar- 
sinska, lived in the palace and had in 
her apartments there the composer's 
piano, his portrait by Ary Scheffer and 
the just-discovered package of his corre- 
spondence. On the 19th of September, 
1863, a, bomb was thrown from one of 
the windows of the Zamoyski palace and 
aimed at the Count de Berg, then lieu- 
tenant general of the kingdom. The of- 
ficer escaped unhurt, however, and im- 
mediately ordered his soldiers to plage 
the hotel. They did so, and in the sack 
Chopin's piano and portrait were de- 
stroyed, and it was supposed that his 
letters had a_ similar fate. It now 
seems, however, that another sister of 
the composer's rescued Chopin's letters 
just at the last moment, and a grand- 
daughter of hers is about to give them 
for publication. It is promised that the 
letters will give interesting details of 
Chopin's life at Nohant when he was the 
guest of George Sand.

FINE PAINTER 
TO RULE FRANCE 


It ls Expected That Waldeck 
~ Rousseau Will Succeed 
Loubet.

Paris, February 15.—When the late Pre- 
mier Waldeck-Rousseau succeeds Loubet 
as president .of the French republic— 
which is an expectation entertained In 
all parts of France—he will kepresent in 
the world of art what President Roose- 
velt stands for in the estimation of 
mighty hunters, for he is a painter of 
the first order. 

As a water-colorist he has few equals. 
But this talent Walfleck-Rousseau has 
heretofore concealed under a bushel. 

The distress of the fishermen of Brit- 
tany has brought to light the artistic tal- 
ent of the powerful ex-premier. On being 
asked to give a picture for a drawing in 
aid: of the Bretons, he sent one of his 
own water colors to be disposed of by 
lottery. Waldeck-Rousseau modestly de- 
clarcs that he never intended his pictures 
to be seen by the public. But he adds 
that the pathetic condilion of his com. 
patilots, the Bretons, compels him to sur- 
render anything asked for in their aid. 

Waldeck-Rousseau comes from Brit- 
tany, as, indeed, do most of the poets, 
painters and sallors of France. He might 
well be president of the National Society 
of French Painters had he not so many 
other claims to distinciion. But, like 
the king of Portugal, he prefers to wield 
his brush for his personal pleasure alone. 


BEGGARS WORRY 
GREAT BRITAIN 


Refuse of the Continent Be- 
ing Dumped on Island 
Kingdom.

London, February 15.—The government 
has pledged itse!f to legislation to stop 
tne dumping of Europe’s refuse on this 
island. In spite of the spectacle of thou- 
sands of unemployed men begging in 
London's streets, these tattered aliens 
frem Russia, Hungary, Poland and the 
Baltic provinces land nere by hundreds 
every week. London recéives the very 
worst of the lot, as all those who have 
the price of Atlantic passage ship from 
Rotterdam for the United States 

The emigrants arrive at Rotterdam 
from their terribly long railway journeys 
in 'the omnibus train, which never exceeds 
15 miles an hour, and stops at all sta- 
tions. They stand Jike cattle waiting un- 
til it is time to go on board the steamer. 

Most of them are dirty and unkempt, 
thinking it unlucky to wash themselves 
for several days before starting on a 
journey. One suit of clothes, worn day 
and night, 1s usually their equipment. 

On tae railway their diet consists of 
Onions and black bread, with an occa- 
sional sausage or a taste of cheese. Oc- 
casionally they are detained for a day or 
more in Rotterdam, where they are 
housed and fed in big barns. 

According to the shipping agents, it is 
only the pauper emigrants who go to 
England, those who have the requisite 
sums to pass into the states going to New 
York. This assurance taat England as 
a charity institution is rousing unionist 
members of parliament to press the gov- 
ernment to act on its pledge to restrict 
this unwelcome immigration. They are 
declaring that evén the hospitable United 
States soon will decide to do so.

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“I have been greatly interested in ex- 
periments that have been made by doc- 
tors in Baltimore which have proved that 
lockjaw in horses may be cured by for- 
malin,’ said a visiting physician at the 
Kimball, yesterday. “It is the opinion 
of many that the cure may be applied iv 
man with the same result. The physi- 
cians who witnessed the experiments as- 
sert most positively that a sure cure for 
tetanus, or lockjaw, has been discovered 
the greatly exploited formalin coim- 
pound. Since the latter part of Jann- 
ary a series of experiments has been per- 
formed at the Maryland Veterinary hos- 
pital. 

“The subject for treatment was a fine 
horse suffering from lockjaw which re- 
sulted from an injured eye. A compound 
of twenty-four cubic centimeters of for- 
malin, 320 centimeters of sodium chloride 
solution and 6 centimeters of solution of 
sulphate of morphia and trophia was in- 
jected into the animal's jugular vein. 
Within five hours the horse, which  ap- 
peared to be dying, revived very much 
and seemed to improve for three days. 
A ehange for the worse then came And 
another injection was made. Finaliy a 
third injection was used, and since then 
tne horse's improvement has been s0 
marked that a perfect and lasting cure 
has been pronounced. 

‘A number of doctors declare that the 
discovery will prove of immense value 
to the medical profession, as the treat- 
ment for animals of the higher grades is 
essentially the same. This, of course, 
means that a man suffering with ‘lock- 
jaw may be subjected to the same treat- 
ment as that given the horse. The only 
question now to determine is the strength 
of the dose or injection.”’ 
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“Tl was talking with a cigar dealer in 
Chicago the other day,’ remarked the 
commercial traveler from the Windy 
City, ‘‘and he told me that prize coupons 
are making cigarette fiends out of hun- 
dreds of Chicago women. They buy the 
cigarettes to get the coupons in order to 
obtain the prizes which are offered by 
the enterprising cigarette makers. Thése 
prizes range from a dainty bottle of per- 
fume to a grand piano. 

“This same dealer told me the number 
of women cigarette smokers was increas- 
ing every day because they want the cou- 
pons and will take no other brand than 
those that have these coupons in the 
packages.”’ 


“Tt understand,” said the civil engineer 
in the Piedmont lobby yesterday, ‘‘that 
the engineers of the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation Company have planned to 
cxtinguish the fire which has been rag- 
ing in the old Greenwood mine, near 
Tamaqua, Pa., for the past forty-six 
years.

farm well tilled’’ holds good nowhere 
|more than in this section. It would 
be a godsend to the southern states if 
|the remaining great plantations were 
subdivided into small holdings for in- 
dependent farmers. Even cotton will 
show surprising results where culti- 
vated intensively. 

The movement of northern farmers 
to the farming lands of the south is a 
good healthy sign, and our people 
have a hearty welcome for the new- 
comers who bring with them such a 
stock of gray matter, energy, muscle 
and pluck.

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SAYS NEGRO SPEAKER 


Following is part of a speech delivered 
thursday night before the- Cummins Mis- 
fionary Society of New York city. This 
society is composed of some of the most 
wealthy and cultured people of New York, 
and they invited James H. Torbert. as- 
sistant principal of the Fort Valley High 
and Industrial school, of Georgia, to 
Professor Torbert evi- 
dently realizes that these are scrious 
tmes ‘throughout the country, and took 
considerable care not to aggravate tie 
problem. He said: 

“In 1619 fourteen heathen from darkest 
Africa were enslaved at Jamestown, Va. 
In 1865, two hundred and forty-six years 
later, the traffic ended and surrendered, 
not fourteen, but four’ millions to free- 


dom. During the long period of slavery 
a heathen people were brought in direci 
contact with civilization, and finally to a 
knowledge of the true God. Thesé slaves 
helped to make possible the new nation,

time he was learning lessons of hard and 
Steady, work, of peace and patience, of 
tcrbearance ang endurance which. later 
enabled him to challenge the world for a 
parallel.

Professor Jerome Dowd, resident lec- 
turer on sociology in the University of 
Wisconsin, delivered the following lec- 
ture, in part, before a large audience in 
Janesville, Wis., on the evening of Feb- 
ruary 10: 


Inborn Traits Rule Races. 

Whenever the Amefican people come 
to know the real nature and condition of 
the dark races of the earth and to be 
guided in dealing with them by the dis- 
passidnate and united scholarship of the 
civilized world there can be no dispute 
as to the best governmental! policy for 
Porto Rico, the Philippines, or South 
Carolina. 

Race of men, like races of animals, 
have inborn traits which are the product 
of many centuries, and which only many 
centuries can change. The Jew, the Ital- 
lan, and the Teuton differ as distinctly 
today as they did ten centuries ago. The 
dark races, having had the most un- 
broken chain of hereuity, are the most 
persistent in their race characteftstics. 

Let us inquife what are the general 
characteristics of the African negro. 
First, he is indolent. He has an explo- 
sive temper and he lacks self control. 
In the midst of the most fertile gesion 
he suffers famine. This is because he has 
not the foresight nor disposition to pro- 
vide for the future. Pressed by hunger, 
one tribe wages war upon another, rap- 
ing the women and cooking and eating 
the men. 

The family does not exist as we under- 
stand that institution. Each man steals 
his women or buys them for so many 
cows or sheep. Chiidren are sold at the 
ages of 9 to 14. The women do all of the 
work and support the family, while the 
men sit in the shade and smoke their 
pipes of peace. 

There is scarcely any restraint upon 
the sexual appétite of either boys or 
girls. When children are “weaned they 
receive very little attention from parents. 
Aged people are often left to perish in 
the forest or they are knocked on the 
head, killed and eaten. Many victims 


‘are sacrificed to the African gods, and, 


on this account, the negro has become 
cold and pitiless in the presence of hu- 
man suffering. Therf is a _— universal 
trait. y 

These people, being brought to Amer- 
ica and subjected to the rigid discipline 
of slavery, were forced to abandon many 
of their savage practices. They became 
industrious, submissive to command, and 
adopteqd the outward form of our re- 
ligion. The master, having an economic 
interest in the slave, watched so care-

It must be admitted that this con- 
scientious sociologist’s conclusions are 
extremely disheartening to the white 
friends of the colored man, south or 
north, and viewed from a general 
southern standpoint, far from reassur: 
ing. If he has analyzed the radical 
instincts and evolutionary capabili- 
ties of the “Afro-American” aright, his 
Gceductions may at least serve to 
throw some hitherto undreamed of 
light upon negro nature and character 
in the course of northern edification 
on the subject. 

As for the white people of the south, 
they are well aware of many of the 
weak points irrevocably preventing 
the elevation of the African to the 
plane of the Caucasian by any amount 
of civilization or education, morally, 
spiritually or intellectually. They 
know the negro as an ethnological 
specimen, and until he is thus known, 
it is idle to claim a smattering of 
“race question” perspicacity. The soon- 
er our northern friends realize that the 
negro cannot be studied at a distance, 
by hearsay or Uncle Tom literature, 
the sooner will they do the people of 
the south the justice to admit that they 
have done well-by their former slaves 
and the descendants thereof and are 
now equipped to best work out the 
solution of the moot problem for the 
real good of the negro and all con- 


bs. s.cerned. 


The conclusion reached by Profes- 
gor Dowd as to the negro’s incapaci- 
ty for representative government is 
especially significant and should be 
convincing.

A Farmers’ Arcadia. 

Recently Mr. John T. Patrick, an of- 
ficial. of the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
way, was in New England to meet and 
address a colony of New Englanders, 
who are forming in the city of Boston 
to go to Pinebluff, N. C., the much 
talked of yankee settlement in the 
Tarheel state. Mr. Patrick made an 
admirable talk on the great, scantily 
developed resources of the south, and 
adverting to the agricultural possibili- 
ties of this nature-blessed section 
said: 

One great advantage the south has over 
any other section is, no matter how 
many trusts are formed; no matter how 
many people are thrown out of employ- 
ment by the big combinations that are 
being organized all over the world, the 
farmer and northern settler down south 
on a two to ten acre tract of land is as 
independent as the king of England. He 
ean, if necessary, grow his own cotton 
and wool, make his own clothing on his 
spinning wheel and loom; raisg his own 
preadstuff and meat, grow his vegetables 
and fruits: cultivate sugar cane and 
make his sirup and sugar; grow his $wn 
tea, and if he will be contented to drink 
it, he will not need to spend a dollar. 
He can grow two crops of white potatoes 
on the same ground from March 1 to 
September 31, and then sow it down to 
turnips and have growing turnips the 
winter through. Sweet pot&toes can be 
grown and then the land sowed down to 
rye for a winter grazing for cattle or 
poultry. Cut the rye in May and plant 
corn or potatoes. 

That is the gospel truth—every word 
of it. The lighter soils of the south 
ate only “worn out” to the man who 
has either not the intelligence or suf- 
ficient physical driving force’to re 
claim it by the easy and comparatively 
inexpensive means at his disposal. 
Much of the “thin” upland is largely 
destitute of germinative soil because 
it has never been properly terraced, or

“My race is often its own worst enemy. 
Jealousy and. prejudice, and often fool- 
ish class distinetion, creep in and sap 
the life out of strong, healthy, moral and 
material growth. These things we must 
ourselves brush aside. Now, what fur- 
ther can you of the north do? There is 
yet great need of your help at the south. 
The south mae 2 education, not so much 
in literature and art and music, but in 
the industries, in mathematics, in meth- 
ods, in farming, in home-making. You 
yourselves cannot go down in large num- 
bers and teach those of my race, but 
you can help and encourage the negro 
teachers from Hampton and Atlanta, and 
Tuskegee and Fort Valley, to whom this 
work is by nature committed. You can 
continue to aid and encourage by your 
means those institutions of learning for 
my people which are teachilng them to 
make themselves of the highest possibie 
value to their people and their section, 

“I must confess that I have been some- 
what disappointed to hear the cry from 
the north, ’Is it worth the While? Is it 
possible for you to make any progress? 
isn’t it an aggravating experiment?’ No! 
a thousand times! If we are denied po- 
litical power for the time being, which 
often hinders the healthiest and sweetest 
growth of the home, the power to do 
good has neither been taken away or 
abridged. We can plant our feet square- 
ly in the soil and the lesson of our well- 
kept homes, our well-filled barns, our 
well-tilled farms and our fruit growing 
and bearing full and plenty with each 
season of the year will carry its own 
moral.

While the gexual looseness, encour- 
aged by the master, was not favorable to 
improvement in the family life, still it 1s 
generally conceded that a large propor- 
tion of the negroes lived out their lives 
in preper monogamic union. 

The close contact with the white man 
developed in the negro a sympathetic 
disposition. which became almost a unl- 
versal characteristic. While petty theft 
persisted throughout slavery, rape and 
crimes of blood were Very uncommon. 
These modificationg in the negro’s life 
were artificially produced—the inevitabie 
outcome of the self interest of the white 
man—and they effected no permanent 
change in the negro’s nature, 

When the restraints of the master were 
thrown off it was natural] that the sav- 
age nature should have a strong tenden- 
cy to reassert itself. Thus‘far the most 
serious reversional tendéney has been 
His 
life, bad enough under slavery, 
has disintegrated in the direction of Afri- 
can polygamy .and polyandry. For ex- 
ample, in one county in Mississippi there 
were in one year 300 marriage licenses 
taken out by the white people, and in 
proportion to population there should 
have been 1,200 licenses taken out by the 
negroes, but, in fact, the negroes took out 
only three licenses. 


Unfaithfulness Is Common. 

Intrigues and separations between man 
and wife are common, and the police 
dockets are filled up with cases of brawls 
growing out of unfaithfulness of hus- 
bands and wives. In many cases the 
women support: the family. I investii- 
gated ohne hundred negro homes in the 
city of Durham, N. C., and in nearly 
every one the support of the family de- 
volved upon the woman, the husband 
spending his earnings upon prostitutes, 
wpon liquor, festivals, excursions and 
the like. 

Only twenty-eight men in these one 
hundred homes had any employment at 
the time of the investigation. Twenty- 
three of the women were notoriously im- 
moral, while forty-two represented them- 
seives as widows! In twelve cases the 
father had entirely abandoned his fam- 
ily. I found one case where a man took 
a second wife two weeks after burying 
his first one. 

Children receive little attention. Many 
of them sleep on the floor, rolled up in 
an old carpet, and they are often sent 
to school without any breakfast. Thev 
loaf the streets, steal and beg. In these 
one hundred homes I found thirteen aban- 
doned children. On the occasion of a cold 
wave, a few days before this investiga- 
tion, there was not a bit of fuel in any 
of these one hundred homes, and many 
of the inmates wopld have frozen to 
death but for the prompt relief extended 
by the white people. Disregard -for the 
future igs the most notable cHaracteristic 
of these people. The wages received on 
Saturday night are usually squandered 
by ‘Monday mornkhg. 


Girls Take to Waywardness. 
' While there are many prosperous and 
respectable negroes in this city, the vast 
majority live in the manner I have just 
described, and similar conditiong prevail 
'n negro communities throughout thie 
south. Usually when a girl reaches the 
age of puberty she takes to a wayward 
life, which, of course, ends her education, 
and when a boy reaches the age of 12 or 14 
he usually runs away, works at odd jobs, 
arms himself with a razor and pistol, 
loafs about brothels, drinks and gambles. 

In view of the loose family life of the 
negroes it isnot surprising that they should 
should deteriorated physically. The mor- 
tality of the negro, especially infant mor- 
tality, has steadily risen until it is now 
from 2 to 300 per cent higher than that of 
the whites. The most serious diseases are 
consumption, pneumonia, typhoid fever 
and syphilis, all of which are still on 
the incfease. 

Professor Harris, a negro of Fisk uni- 
®, has correctly “inter- 
preted the cause of this high mortalit¥. 
He says: 

“I am convinced that the sine qua non 
of a change for the better in the. negro’s 
physical condition is a higher s¢cia] mo- 
rality. I do not believe that his poverty 
or his felation to the white people pre- 
sents ahy real impediment to* his heatth 
and physical development. For the causes 
of the black man’s low vitality, his sus- 
ceptibility to disease, and his enormous 
death rate, we must Idok to those «o- 
ao conditions which he creates for him-

The police board will be discussed three 
times this afternoon, The first discus- 
gion will be upon the veto of Mayor 
Howell upon the report of the investigat- 
committee. which recommended, 
among other things, that police com- 
missioners ce not allowed to suceeed 
themselves, and that members of the po- 
lice force be elected to serve during good 
behavior gnd physical ability to perform

service. 
The second debete will be upon the or- 


dinance of Councilman James E. War- 
provides that the report of 
the special investigating committee be- 
come operative by ordinance instead of 
waiting for the enactment of a special 
law by the general assembly of Geor- 
gia. 

The third discussion will be upon the 
resolution of Councilman James L. Key, 
which provides that the election of mem- 
bers of the police board be deferred by 
councii until after the session of the 
legislature, the object, of course, being to 
ascertain what members of the legis- 
Jature will do with the request of coun- 
cil for the amendment to the charter. 
The veto of Mayor Howell is based 
upon the general and broad ground that 
it is useless for council to request the 
legislature to do that which council it- 
self has the power to do. To apply to 
his position, he states in his veto mes- 
sage that is is unnecessary for council 
to request the legislature to make mem- 
bers of the police board ineligible to suc- 
ceed themselves while council has the 
power to put such a reform into effect 
of its own accord by adopting an ordi- 
nance containing such a _ provision.

ls Too Harsh Upon 
Them. 


The enforcement of a number of rules 
printed in the rule book of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company for the 
guidance of the motormen and conduc- 
tors employed by the company is at pres- 
ent causing considerable discussion and 
no little complaint on the part of the 
emplovees. 

It is said that two of the rules have 
been particularly irksome, but they 
caused no great amount of complaint 
until a conductor, who is said by his 
fellow-workmen to have been thoroughly 
competent in every way, was discharged. 
He is said to have received sixty de- 
merits in as many days, and according 
to the rule which declares that any one 
receiving that number of demerits in the 
course of one month shall be fired, he 
was discharged. 

According to the plan of the company 
there is a demerit system and each mo- 
torman and conductor is given a certain 
number of demerits for certain offenses. 
The bad marks are given upon complaint 
of patrons and as a result of reports 
made by inspectors. 

For instance, it means ten demerits for 
a conductor to be caught inside of his 
car talking to a passenger. It is claimed 
by conductors that the rule book requires 
them to be courteous to passengers, and 
that when an inspector sees them in the | ; 
car talking to a passenger the demerits 
are given, even though the conductor 
may be explaining something about 
schedules or giving information about 
transfers. It is also claimed that even 
in very cold weather they are not per- 
mitted to stand in the car a_ sufficient 
length of time to warm their hands. 

The Demerit System. 

Another rule, and one that is causing 
dissension, is the one which provides ten 
demerits for any motorman or conductor 
who eats his breakfast on the car later 
than 7 o’clock in the morning. The 
breakfast of the men is sent to them on

During the entire day the delegates 
will devote their energies to effecting a 
permanent organization for the Greater 
Georgia Association and to devising 
means for the advancement of this state. 
The plans for bringing people to Georgia 
will be fully outlined and when the con- 
vention adjourns everything will be in 
shape for the officers and board of di- 
rectors to take charge. 

At night the delegates will attend the 
annual banquet of the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce, which will be altogether 
a brilliant function and one of the most 
succegsful in the history of the organi- 
zation of the Atlanta business men. 

There will be bétween 250 and 300 at- 
tendants at this banquet. Probably 150 
of them will be visitors to the city and 
the others will be local men. Already 
about seventy-five members of the At- 
lanta chamber of commerce have made 
application for seats at the banquet, and 
it is probable that the number will this 
morning be increased to 100 or 125. 


Delegates Will Be Guests, 

The delegates to the greater Georgia 
convention will be guests and will not be 
expected to purchase tickets to the ban- 
quet. They will be furnished with in- 


vitations during the meeting of the con- 
vention tomorrow and all of them, no 
matter how many each county sends, 
will be made welcome. 

The land and industrial agents of rail- 
roads doing business in this section of 
the country. will also be guests of the 
members of the chamber of commerce 
at the banquet. The agents will be in 
session tomorrow in Atlanta, and will 
therefore be prevented from attending 
the greater Georgia convention. They 
will be free to do as they please at night, 
however, and invitations have been ex- 
tended to them to attend the feast. 

Around the banquet board tomorrow 
night will be gathered the wealth, 
standing and influence in commerciai cir- 
cles of all Georgia. They will be men 
who will have come to Atlanta with a 
Serious purpose in view, who will be 
endeavoring to benefit their state, and 
there will be little frivolity during the 
evening, although the usual pleasantries 
will, of course, be indulged in. A feature 
of the banquet will be the absence of 
a superabundance of strong drinks.

Objects of the Convention.

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in be no doubt that despite the 
gad conditions which the pope is sur- 
rounded in Rome, and in spite of the 
anti-Catholic outbreak on the part of the 
radical and communistic majority in the 
French assembly, and the possibly wider 
spread of secularism and so-called liber- 
alism, that the of the papacy 
has notably increased, and its salutary 
influence on society received wider recog- 
nition during the years of Leo's pontifi- 
cate. It is not time as yet to assign 
Leo's place in history, for we are too

In speaking of the firm stand taken by 
Pope Leo regarding the diverce problem, 
Bishop heiley says: ; 

“On February 14, 1880, appeared the 
enevelical which treats of Christian mar- 
riage. In this the pope speaks of the 
Christian constitution of the family and 
the nature of the contract, which has 
been by our Divine Lord raised to the 
dignity of one of the seven sacraments 
of the new law. He gives a brief sketch 
of marriage in heathen times and under 
the Mosaic dispensation and demonstrates 
from the express words of Christ and 
St. Paul the sacred character of mar- 

, riage and its indissolubility. He shows 
; the innumerable evils to individuals and 


as a fruitful source of a multitude of 
evils.’ 

That the pope has absolute ‘confidence 
in the divine character of the Holy Writ 
is evidenced by his writings on this sub- 
ject. In reviewing the charaqter of the 
great churchman,.Bishop Keiléy touches 
on his work in this direction, and says: 

‘*To the Christian mind, and we use this 
term in its most comprehensive mean- 
ing, there are few things done by Leo 
XIII which should have rendered every 
man who balieves in Revelation his debt- 
or, as his eneyclical letter of November 
18, 1893, in which he teaches the divine 
character of Holy Writ and its divine 
euthorship. He declares, what has al- 
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ways been taught by the church, that the 
Scriptures were written in 
and all their parts under the inspiration 
of the Holy Spirit. He earnestly ex- 
horts a more accurate study of the Holy 
Scriptures and praises those who de- 
vote their talents to the defense of them 
and making them more safely and abun- 
dantly accessible to the flock of Christ. 
He shows how the person and office of 
our blessed Lord and the institution, na- 
ture, office and gifts of His church are 
clearly portrayed in the Scriptures. He 
refers to the noble work done by the 
church in order that the celestial treasure 
of the Sacreq Books so bountifully be- 
stowed upon man by the Holy Spirit 
should not lie neglected.”’ 


A Student of Affairs. 

Leo has ever been a close student 
affairs of the world and to none 
has he given more attention than to the 
differences between capital and labor. Of 
work in this direction Bishop Keiley 
sdys: 

“His two letters treating of the work- 
ing class and of Christian democracy 
have, in all probability, created more 
interest and been the subject of wider 
discussion than any of the pope's. ut- 
terances. In the former he draws at- 
tention to the relative rights and duties 
of capital and labor, and insists that 
there must be found the means of recon- 
ciling the present conflicting views of 
the two, andgbringing some relief to the 
laboring class. He strongly condemns 
the socialistic theories which claim to 
afford the relief by denying one of the 
fundamental principles of all well organ- 
ized and orderly society, the right of 
private ownership. He clearly shows 
that besides being manifestly unjust and 
clearly impossible of realization, it would 
not bring the promised relief. He demon- 
strates from the nature of man the right 
of private property or ownership and 
clearly shows that the statement that 
God has given the earth to the whole 
human race .f@ its use and enjoyment 
is no denial of the lawfulness of private 
ownership. He also makes @ear that 
the socialistic cry of a community of 
g00ds is not alone highly injurious to 
those who would seek to benefit by it. 
but absolufely opposed to the natural 
rights of men. 

“He condemns the idea of the opposi- 
tion of class to class,*and says there 
should be no conflict between labor and 
capital. The Holy Father. refers to 
strikes and the disorder which contin- 
ually accompanies them, and insists that 
the state should pass laws by which 
such conflicts between employers and em- 
ployees could be prevented, and that the 
State should enforce by legislation proper 
rest for soul and body. He is not gatis- 
fied with the idea that wages are to be 
regulated by consent, that the employer 
may do as he pleases and force the lab- 
orer under stress to accept hard con- 
ditions, but advises the formation of as- 
sociations by means of which justice and 
right may be protected. He wishes that 
such Associations might be formed of 
employees and laborers for the regula- 
tion of al! disputes and for timely help, 
the state only interfering when abs»- 
lutely necessary. But throughout all 
this letter the pope draws attention to 
the necessity of the full recognition by 
all of Christ’s law and the application 
of Christian principles. Here as else- 
where the attack on the authority of the 
church in the sixteenth century has not 
only resulted in anarchy in religious af- 
fairs by reason of the denial of any com- 
petent authority in such questions, but 
is also responsible for the spread of so- 
cialistic theories.”’

on Christian democ- 
racy Leo XIII again adverts tv the 
countless evils which have come from 
a false system which has been _ pro- 
posed as a remedy for the antagonism 
between capital: and labor. He is glad 
to see that as a result of his advice va- 
rious organizations have been effected 
along the lines laid down by him, but 
is pained to find a misapprehension ex- 
isting with regard to the means and 
scope of these organizations, a misap- 
prehension arising in some cases from 
the various names which have been given 
to these movements. He clearly defines 
the essential difference between social- 
ism and Christian democracy. The first 
takes no account of anything above the 
mere natural order, would seek to re- 
duce all to the same level and abolish- 
ing all distinctions would introduce a 
community of goods. Christian democ- 
racy, however, while earnestly seeking to 
better the condition of men, does it with 
the ulterior design of fitting them for 
their eternal destiny, and is in no sense 
a political system; for it depends upon 
the fundamental principle that nature's 
laws and the gospel laws are superior 
to all human contingencies and are in- 
dependent of all modifications* of civil 
government. He once more clearly lays 
down the absolute necessity of obedience 
for conscience sake to just laws, and 
as vehemently insists that prosperity and 


happiness will never we found until men 
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rner.’’

and other correct habits. He shows how 
much our Lord insisted on _ practical! 
charity and denies the socialistic theory 
that it is opposed to the natural dignity 
of man.”’ 

Bishop Keiley concludes his letter by 
commanding ‘that on Friday, February 
20, the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
election of the holy father, a high mass 
of thanksgiving be said in every church 
in the diocese where there is a resident 
priest and where circumstances permit. 
At the end of mass benediction of the 
blessed sacrament will be given and the 
Te Deum sung. We would be pleased if 
the faithful were exhorted on that day 
to offer holy communion for the holy fa- 
ther and if opportunity was afforded, for 
confession amd holy communion.’’ 
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portant lesson’ tRat one soul is worth 
Saving. Jesus reached ‘the well first and 
there waited for the woman. Christ is 
always first. He waits for souls, To 
you who are unsaved I wish to say that 
Christ has been waiting for you for 
years. He is waiting to meet you and 
to save you—walting now. 

“The duty of God’s people is to go 
after the lost sinner. Jesus thought one 
sinner worth seeking for. And yet some 
of us are not satisfied unless we are 
preaching to the multitude and saving 
souls by the wholesale. As a rule men 
are saved one by one. If we would save 
souls we must do personal work. We 
must go in search of the lost. The wom- 
an of Samaria would never have come 
to Christ. Being a Samaritan, she would 
have no dealings with Him because He 
was a Jew. The unconverted will not 
come to us. Very few comparatively will 
come to hear the gospel. We must go 
to them and go to the individual. Seek 
for the individual. We need more of 
the face to face and house to house 
work. 

“On meeting the woman Jesus at once 
began to remove the obstacles and the 
prejudices that were in the way. The 
sinner is prejudiced against the gospel 
and these prejudices must be removed, 
There are serious difficulties in the way 
of saving souls, but these difficulties 
must and can be removed. But fear often 
keeps us back from seeking the lost. We 
do not go after them because we know 
they @b not IMke us and because of their 
prejudices against the gospel. 

“If every member of this church would 
determine to make it a personal matter 
and speak to some unconverted man or 
woman, it is probable that three hundred 
souls would be brought to: Christ and 
that in a short time. 

“It is this personal work that. tells. 
Let us get a clear conception of the 
value of one soul. 

“If it was worth the time for Jesus 
to go through an unfriendly country and 
to make sacrifices for one poor lost sin- 
ner, surely it is wort& our while to make 
any sacrifice. 

“Let us learn also that no soul is so 
lost but ‘the Savior can find it. The 
church often gives up a man because he 
is so wicked, But that is the very man 
Christ would seek for. It is the poor 
lost sinneg that Jesus wants to save. 

‘“‘Here was a poor fallen woman whom 
our Lord was seeking for and for her 
salvation He must. needs go through Sa- 
maria. If Jesus Christ could afford to 
seek after a fallen woman, surely the 
church now should do this work. Thou- 
sands of these unfortunate women would 
have been saved and thousands may now 
be saved if the gospel of mercy and 
forgiveness were carried to them. The 
gospel can save them.

“What is the philosophy of failure? 

“Tt was hidden in the confession of 
the broken-hearted sinner who spoke to 
me. It will be found in every career of 
the men that go to the wall in this con- 
flict about us. 

‘Not more accurately does science ex- 
plain and classify the phenomena of na- 
ture than does the philosophy of failure 
aecount for the wrecks along the shore. 

“First. The genesis of every failure 
is a failing. It is always traceable to a 
fault. We meet men sometimes who 
have real ability, yet we invariably re- 
cord the fact that they are bound to 
fail. We discount their temporary suc- 
cesses. We know that their faflings will 
work out the certain result in good time. 

“A man has really failed long before 
the world knows it. Every day he was 
a sad failure. 

“IT think one thing is all 
advice we give young people. We 
them against faflures when we should 
exhort them against their failings. We 
pass over faults too lightly. What is 
damning so many lives and wrecking so 
many careers is not the devil's great fist 
but the devil's little finger. 

“In awful wreck a_ “railroad _ train, 
bridge and all, went down at Ashtabula, 
Ohio. The bridge was new. The discov- 
ery was made that in one great iron 
beam there was a,single flaw. Men 
laugh at their weak points) We. call 
them our failings. A chain is me stronger 
than its weakest link. The threat of 
failure is at your weak point. Every 
wretched man and woman in this city 
has virtues enough, depend on it. They 
broke down at a failing. Their little 
fault mastered them and damned them 
to misery and failure.

The Indian has an externa] freedom to 
fish and hunt; freedom, from the .re- 
straint of sundry iaws, tax Mws and the 
like, but he has not usually the freedoin 
of mind, which can roam through the 
fields of literature, enjoy the beauty of 
art or music.

Religious 
knowledge opens a new world, a. new joy, 
a new life—large and high, with free- 
dom of faith and fellowship from which 
the irreligious is shut out. 

‘2. Knowing comes by doing. Some 
things are ‘known’ when heard or seen; 
but not all things. One does not Know 
‘The Man With the Hoe,’ because he has 
heard the poem read. He knows it only 
when he has made it a part of his mental 
possession and can give it voice. Other 
things are not known when heard or even 
where there is ability to tell them ac- 
curately. Who Knows music because he 
has heard it? Or because he has com- 
mitted to memory al! the ‘rules for play- 
ing the organ?’ Has the novice the lib- 
erty of fifty words a minute on the type-+- 
writer because he has seen another equal, 
that, or because he has read the rules? 
To hear the language of religion and to 
use its vocabulary’ is not to know fre- 
ligion or its truths.

The movement for the consolidation of 
a large number of southern cotton milla, 
of both the yarn and cloth variety, whicn 
has been in course of formulation for the 
past year and a half, has finally as- 
sumed definite shape in the nature of 
the organization of the Southern Textiie 
Company, a corporation which it is pro- 
posed to equip with a capital of several 
millions of dollars, 

The organization of the company was 
effected about ten days ago in Jersev 
City, N. J., under .a charter ob- 
tained from that state. H. E. Fries, a 
prominent cotton mill man of Winston- 
Salem, N. C., is at the head of the 
project and associated with him are a 
number of other well known mill men 
of different sections of the south. 

The object of the big corporation is to 
purchase principally small cotton mil.s 
throughout the south, consolidating and 
operating them ‘under one management. 
It is understood that since the inception 
of the movement the company has ob- 
tained options on between 60 and 7 milis 
located in different southern states. The 
work of raising the funds necessary for 
the purchase of these various plants is 
now in order. 

‘he corporation expects to issue stock, 
both common and preferred, to the 
amount of several millions and in addi- 
tion to this it Is proposed to raise a cash 
fund of $5,000,000 or $6,000,000. The exact 
amount that will be necessary to place 
the number of mills ‘above’ mentioned 
under one management is not known, but 
it will be of enormous proportions. Those
